recognize that the inclusion of an all<yl substltuent (e.g. methyl) is within the skill level of the art to obtain desires emissive properties, 
Forrest et al. also recognize that substituents can be made in any position on either ring of a phenylpyridine ligand, Djurovich et al. 
recognize that solubility in organic solvents is improved with the addition of the fluorine substituents, and Dedeian et al. recognize that 
facial iridium phenylpyridine complexes that are substituted with either one fluorine or one trfluoromethyl can be succesfully prepared.
